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THE  ENDERTOoT  FAMILY 


This  manuscript  is  the  result  of  an  amateur’ s  effort 
to  gather  data  a  family  with  an  unusual  name,  and 
about  which  no  genealogy  has  been  written. 

There  is  herein  a  scarcity  of  information,  especially 
on  the  descendants  of  John  Ende-rfon’ s  children  Mary  Aument, 
James  H.  t  and  George  M.  And  it  is  reasonable  to  believe 
that  Thomas  Enderton  must  have  had  more  children  than  the 
one  son  William  Henry. 

Every  Enderton,  however,  found  to  date  in  the  telephone 
directories  of  the  main  cities  of  tforth  .America,  or  other¬ 
wise  located,  has  been  a  descendant  of  either  John,  Thomas, 
or  William,  who  are  believed  “to  have  been  brothers.

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THE  ENDERTON  FAMILY 


At  the  time  this  is  being  written,  three  branches  o.f  the 
Enderton  Family  in  America  have  been  located.  All  Sndertc>v5 
located  to  date  are  descendants  of  John.  Thomas,  and 
who  are  be2i©veK  to  have  been  brothers.  Their  parents  hai/e 
not  yet  been  determined.  It  is  possible  that  their  family 
may  have  been  the  John  Enderton  who,  in  the  Sixth  Series  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Archives ,  is  listed  among  tEeT  rriva^n^SUF- 
sti r'5¥FT'duircE_Ulass  of  the  Fifth  Battalion  Philadelphia  City 
Militia  which  served  during  the  Revolution.  On  a  certificate 
dated  7  Sep  1779  of  Captain  George  Forepaugh.  his  Company 
Commander,  John  is  listed  among  members  being  drawn  in  the 
Fourth  Class  and  being  called  into  actual  service  and  di¬ 
rected  to  get  themselves  in  readiness  to  march  in  three  day6. 
John  Enderton* s  name  again  appears  on  a  General  Return  of  the 
Fifth  Battalion;  at  that  time  he  was  "with  the  enemy", 
apparently  a  prisoner; 

Given  names  such  as  John.  William  H. ,  Robert,  George, 
Thomas,  Frank,  James,  and  Charles  are  common  to  the  three 
branches  of  the  Enderton  Family.  John  was  born  in  1800, 
Thomas  about  1809,  and  William  in  1817.  The  above,  coupled 
with  the  additional  fact  that  the  name  "Enderton"  is  not 
common,  tend  to  Support  the  belief  that  these  three  Ender- 
tons  were  brothers,  and  that  they  may  have  been  sons  of  the 
John  Enderton  who  served  in  the  Revolution. 

The  earliest  mention  of  the  family  name  "Enderton",  found 
after  only  a  limited  research  by  the  compiler  of  these  data 
on  the  Enderton  Family,  was  in  a  will  of  William  Mather  of 
Westhoughton  England  in  1602  when  James  Enderton,  called 
•James  Anderton  in  another  part  of  the  will,  was  listed  as 
executor  of  the  will  of  his  brother-in-law.  From  this  it 
appears  that  the  name  Enderton  and  Anderton  may  at  one  time 
have  been  the  same. 

There  are  many  Andertons  in  England.  For  example,  on  17 
Feb  1544  a  John  Anderton  and  Elizabeth  Smyth,  alias  Gregson, 
of  the  diocese  of  Westchester,  were  issued  a  marriage  li¬ 
cense  at  the  Faculty  Office  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury 
at  London.  According  to  the  Cheshire  Parish  Registers,  a 
John  Anderton  of  Prestbury  married  Ellen  Bennet  on  21  Apr 
1679;  a  John  Anderton  of  Seddington  married  Martha  Bayley 
on  26  Dec  1696;  a  John  Anderton  of  Lymm  married  Meire  da 
Bucklow  on  12  Feb  1703;  a  John  Anderton  of  Gansworth 
married  Mary  Vernon  on  13  Dec  1772;  and  a  Thomas  Anderton 
of  the  same  town  married  Mary  Hammond  or.  2  Nov  1779. 

In  the  Heraldic  Visitation  of  1664-5  to  Lancaster  and 
Cheshire,  the  Calendar  of  Names  of  Families  which  entered 
Pedigrees  in  that  visitation  (from  a  manuscript  by  Dugdale 
containing  sketches  of  the  arms  allowed,  preserved  at  Brough¬ 
ton  Hall,  near  Manchester,  in  1803/,  includes;  Anderton  of 
Anderton,  Anderton  of  Euxton,  and  Anderton  of  Lostock. 

There  are  Andertons  of  Anderton,  Lancaster  County,  England, 
who  are  direct  descendants  of  Edward  III,  King  of  England, 
through  John  of  Gaunt.  Their  arms,  crest,  and  pedigrees

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may  ba  seen  in  Burke1 s  History  of  the  landed  Gentry--.  On 
their  arms  is  a  ehavronHDetween  three”  shackle  bolts ;  t h e 
crest  is  a  curlew  or  sometimes  a  stork;  the  motto:  nWe 
st aop  not” •  . . 

In  addition  to  the  town  of  Anderton,  there  was  a  hardier  of 
Enderton  2  miles  southeast  of  Parkgate »  Cheshire,  England, 
where  the  Enderton  Family  may  have  originated.  The  C QVriti 
Archivist  of  the  Cheshire  County  Record  Office,  The  Castle, 
Chester,  England,  writes  that  there  was  a  hamlet  of  Ervierton 
just  south  of  Parkgate  in  Cheshire,  but*  he  can  find  no  evi¬ 
dence  'of  its  present  whereabouts  on  contemporary  maps;  that 
the  hamlet  would  have  been  part  of  the  parish  of  Heston. 

The  R«v&.  Canon  ©3  Hampton,  Vicar  at  th©  ftirish.  of  Heston, 
Wirral,  Cheshire,  writes  that  there  is  a  district  in  his 
Parish  called  "Hindertcn",  which  may  be  a  corruption  of 
"Endejyton".  • 

This  compiler  has  found  records  of  Andertons,’  but  as  yet 
no  Undertone,  who  emigrated  from  England  to  America.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Vol  2  of  the  Maryland  General  Bulletin  (Apr  1931),  the 
following  male  Andertons  arriveoTF^Sar^ina^in  the  year  indi¬ 
cated:  Jamas  1656  163,  Joseph  1660  *3,  William  1665,  Peter 
1667,  John  1673.  Vol  XL I  of  the  Maryland  Archives  lists  a 
John  Andarton  being  sued  for  rent  due  a  Thomas  Taylor  on  17 
Aug  1663.  Later,  on  29  June  1702,  a  Richard  Anderton  of 
Enowesley  England,  age  13  years  9  months,  sailed  on  the  ship 
Eleanor  as  a  servant  to  Thomas  Jamison  of  Maryland.  The 
Earlv  Records  of  the  Church  and  Parish  of  All  Faiths,  St. 
Wry^~ s"*Uo77~Maryland  Tg^rTTe^BT  Tisf- a~ JchnTT Anaerxon  who 
was  a  member”!)!  c n a ”CKur c h.F3CT' Oct  1727  and  on  12  Apr  1734. 
William  Anderton  at  the  age  of  18  years  left  the  Port  of  Ion- 
clou  in  July  1775*  on  the  ship  Fortune  for  Maryland  as  an  in¬ 
dented  servant  for  four  years.  A  John  Anderton  of  Hew  York 
in  the  early  1800* s  is  mentioned  in  the  Boston  Transcript 
(2705)  of  31  Dec  1934.  (This  source  has  nor  oeen  cneckea 
into  as  yet  by  this  compiler). 

As  John  Enderton*  s  parents  are  supposed  to  have  migrated 
from  England  to  America  shortly  after  their  marriage  (John 
was  born  in  Hew  Jersey  in  1800),  none  of  the  above  Andertons 
is  a ( likely  candidate  for  the  father  of  John  Enderton  unless 
it  be  the  John  Anderton  who  was  in  Hew  York  about  1800. 
Possibly,  though,  this  may  be  the  John  Enderton  who  served 
in  Philadelphia  in  1779. 

Little  information  has  been  gained  from  the  1790  Federal 
Census  (that  for  Hew  Jersey,  where  John  Enderton  was  born, 
unfortunately  is  missing).  The  Census  for  Virginia  lists  as 
heads  of  family  John  Anderton  and  Ralph  Anderton  of  Gloucester 
County  and  George  Anderton  of  Halifax  County-  but  no  Ender- 
tons.  The  Census  for  Maine,  Hampshire,  Rhode  Island, 

Massachusetts^  Nea/  York,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  North  Caro¬ 
lina  and  South  Carolina  had  no  Anderton  nor  Enderton  as  head 
of  family. 

The  nearest  approach  to  the  name  waj  "Enertson",  of  which 
there  were  John,  Peter  and  Jacob  in  the  Haw  York  Census;  all 
of  them  residing  in  Claverack  Town,  Columbia  County,  which  at 
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the  time  of  the  Revolution  was  part  of  Albany  County.  The 
records  of  the  Office  of  New  York  Comptroller  show  that  a 
John,  Peter  and  Jacob  ^ndersofl ,T  of-  Albany  County  had  served 
in  the  6th  Regiment  Albany  County  Militia  during  the  Ha  voli¬ 
tion,  These  "Fnertsons"  and  "’Endorsons*  undoubtedly  were  the 
same  persons.  It  must  be  remembered  that  not  many  in  3  7? <3 
could  write  or  spell,  and  the  Census  taker  wrote  d.oujn  r\&rn&g 
as  th«?y  sounded  to  him.  Records  of  the  Dutch  Refor^jeJ  Church 
of  Ciaverack,  Columbia  County,  New  York,  show  that  a  Jacob 
and  Erisabeth  Endarson  had  sponsored  a  child  being  b sptizeJ  on 
21  March  1762.  This  Jacob  *'Bndersonn  of  Clave  rack  is  qcri.te 
probably  tbie  Jacab  ’’Enartson1-  of  CXaveioaeK  in  the  l&te^r  119& 
Census  and  the  Jacob  Anders  an”  of  the  8th  Regim&nt  Albany 
County  Militia  cf  the  Revolution.  '  • 

Erom  the  above  confusing  discussion,  it  appears  that  there 
is  a  possibility  that  the  name  Enderton  originally  may  have 
been  Anderten.  And  that  Anderton  may  frame  teen  changed  by 
poor  spelling,  pronunciation  or  waiting  to  End arson,  Snertson 
and  Enderton.  On  the  other  hand,  Anderton  may  have  changed 
to  Enderton  long  ago  in  England,  and  the  .American  Endertcn 
line  may  have  sprung  from  a  resident  of  the  hamlet  of  Ender- 
ton  in  Cheshire  County  before  it  u>as  c imaged  to  "Finderton” . 

.  Upon  publication  of  the  "E"  volumes  nf  the  American 
Genealogical  Biographical  Index  ( ft  id  er-Godfrey*’ "Memorial 
Xibraryi  undouhteSTyusef  ul  Encferton  entries  will  be  found. 

According  to  a  prominent  genealogist,  nthe  name  Enderton 
Is  a  dialect  English  form  of  Anderton,  from  the  town  of 
Anderton,  Lancashire..  'Andet-Ton*  denoted  ‘Ander’s  Estate1. 
Tne  yorse-Englisn  Ander  (the  Biblical  Andreu/)  translates  as 
‘strong,  manly1.  Ancestral  records  list  Peter  Anderton  of 
Anderton  in.  156 C'r . 

Having  given  the  above  general  and  partial  background  for 
those  who  may  do  further  research  on  the  origin  cf'the  Ender- 
tons,  this  compiler  will  proceed  with  what  is  known  cf  his 
greatgrandfather  John  Enderton,  followed  by  a  list  of  John’s 
known  descendants.  This  in  turn  will  be  followed  by  a  list 
of  known  descendants  of  Thomas  Enderton  and  cvf  William 
Enderton.  At  the  end  is  an  Index  of  nsjnas. 
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JOHN  ENDERTON  (1800-1874) 

Most  of  what  is  known  of  John  Enderton  (a  pfcoto  is  avail¬ 
able)  and  his  descendants  is  taken  from  Litchfield.  Connecti¬ 
cut  Vital  Records,  the  1830  Census  of  Litchfield  Connecticut 
the  1850  Census  of  Whiteside  County  Illinois,  the  obituary 
of  John  in  a  Sterling  Illinois  newspaper  of  1874(?),  a  fam¬ 
ily  sketch  in  the  book  History  of  iVhiteside  County,  YIIjosj-S- 
from  its  First  Settlement  Tothe  FrHsent  lime  <  i/ixn  jl'o  ’  :*  S ' 
^iopra^i caT~~ana~TamTIy~^‘ ket cHe~s  edited  b y ”CHa r l e s "p. b r.F  iri ““ 
TB777"’ana  from  family  recoras  of  his  descendants.  .‘The. 
latter  source  is  somewhat  limited,  for  some  of  John  Ender- 
' ton’s  descendants  appear  to  be  retiring,  independent,  and 
.not  .very  closely  knit  by  family  ties,  ,i  y-  -c.--..;  . 

John  Enderton  is  reported  to  have  been  born  9  Oct  1800 
in  Newark  N.J.;  he  died  27  Apr  1874  at  the  home  of  his  dau¬ 
ghter  Elisabeth  Maria  Barker  at  Old  Nicolaus,  Sutter  County, 
Calif,  His  grave  has  not  yet  been  located,  •  but  is  believed 
to  be  in  the  old  part  of  the  cemetery  at  Nicolaus  where 
floods  long  ago  washed  away  grave  markers. 

His  parents,  according  to  his  obituary,  emigrated  from 
England  to  America  soon  after  their  marriage.  The  names  of 
his  parents  or  from  what  part  -of '-England  they  came  are  as 
yet  unknown.  It  appears  that  he  had  a  sister,  Susan  Ann. 

The  First  Church  Records  (Connecticut)  Vol  3  p.  237  state 
that  Susan  Ann  Enderton  of  Suffield  on  11  June  1825  married 
Joseph  LI  Cooper  of  Springfield.  The  Windsor  Vital  Records 
Vol  2  p.  138  give  the  marriage  date  as  4  July  1825  and  the 
clergyman  as  Rev.  Henry  A  Rowland.  It  is  thought  that  John 
also  had  brothers.  As  stated  in  the  preceding  account  of 
the  Enderton  Family,  it  is  possible  that  he  had  a  brother 
‘.Thomas  whose  son  William  Henry  Enderton  has  descendants  now 
living  mainly  in  New  Yotk  state  and  Ohio.  Also,  a  William 
Enderton,  born  in  1817,  may  have  been  a  younger  brother. 

The  descendants  of  these  two  are  listed  at  the  end  of  the 
account  of  John’s  descendants. 

The  Census  records  of  New  Jersey  for  1790,  -1800,  and  1810 
are  lost,  owing  to  the  burning  of  Washington  DC  by  the 
British  in  the  war  of  1812.  This  increases  the  difficulty 
of  locating  John’s  parents  and  brothers.  In  1800  when  John 
was  born,  the  Township  of  Newark  included  practically  all  of 
the  present  Esses  County  except  Caldwell  Township,  which  then 
embraced  all  "the  Caldwells",  Cedar  Grove,  Roseland,  Essex 
Falls,  and  Livingston  of  today.  The  early  Newark  direc¬ 
tories,  on  the  other  hand,  cover  only  the  area  included  in 
the  present  "downtown"  section.  This  makes  the  phrase 
"born  in  Newark  NJ  in  1800"  legally  correct  but  misleading. 

When  a  young  man  of  18,  John  went  from  the  New  York  City 
area  to  Litchfield  Connecticut  and  learned  the  cabinet¬ 
making  trade.  His  obituary  states  that  he  was  one  of 'the 
inventors  of  the  world  renowned  wooden  clocks  and  was  en¬ 
gaged  in  their  manufacture  for  a  number  of  years.  It  was' 
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in  Connecticut  that  the  friendship  between  John  Enderton  and 
the  cabinet-maker  Charles  C  Judd  developed;-  a  friendship 
that  was  continued  by  their  children  and  grandchildren, 

John  was  married  three  times.  He  -was  first  married,  in 
Litchfield  Connecticut  on  25  Nov  1823  (Litchfield  YitaL 
Records  Vol  2  p.  122)  to  Clarissa  C  Goodwin  by  Rev,  Isaac 
Jones.  She  died  in  New  York  City,  leaving  two  youn&  daugh¬ 
ters  ,  Jane  and  Clara  (Clarissa). 

Jane,  born  about  1826  in  Connecticut,  became  the  tai-fe  cf 
Andrew  McMoore  (born  about  1819  in  Pennsylvania),  lived  in 
Sterling  Illinois,  and  later  in  Louisiana  Missouri.  A  photo 
of  Jane  reveals  that  her  eyes  resembled  those  of  her  father 
John.  ■  . 

Laughter  Clara  on  19  Jan  1847,  in  Sterling  Illinois,  was 
married  to  Abner  (Albert)  Gilbert  by  her  uncle  Rev.  AJ 
Warner.  She  had  three  children:  Frank  and  two  who  died  in 
infancy.  A  photo  of  Clara  shows  that  she  did  not  resemble 
her  father.  Upon  the  death  of  Gilbert  in  1858,  Clara  mar¬ 
ried  George  Gainer,  who  died  in  Sterling  Illinois  in  1876. 

No  attempt  has  yet  been  made  to  locate  other  descendants  of 
John  Enderton  and  his  first  wife. 

The  Connecticut  Census  of  1830  shows  that  John  Enderton, 
aged  30,  was  head  of  a  household  which  had:  1  male  50-40 
(John),  1  male  20-30  (probably  his  son-in-law  Joseph  M 
Cooper),  1  female  under  5  (daughter  Clara),  1  female  5-10 
(daughter  Jane),  and  1  female  20-30  (probably  John's  married 
sister  Susan  Ann  Cooper).  That  same  year,  however,  on  2  May 
1830,  John  Enderton  of  Litchfield  married  Nancy  Warner  of 
Waterbary  (Connecticut  Vital  Records  Vol  3  p.  52).  If  the 
1830  Census  was  taken  after  this  date,  the  "female  20-30" 
would  be  John's  new  wife  Nancy,  and  the  "male  20-30"  pro¬ 
bably  a  younger  brother  of  John-  perhaps  Thomas. 

It  was  by  John's  second  marriage,  to  Nancy  Warner  in  1830* 
that  he  left  the  greatest  number  of  descendants.  Nancy, 
born  15  Nov  1809  and  died  13  Apr  1847  aged  38  years  5  months 
2  days,  was  a  daughter  of  Ard  and  Mary  (Bronson)  Warner  of 
Waterbury  Connecticut.  (This  compiler  has  an  old  photo 
'believed  to  be  of  Nancy’s  mother,  who  died  20  Apr  1846). 
Nancy’ s  youngest  brother.  Rev.  Abram  Joseph  Warner,  born 
1  Jul  1821,  was  an  Episcopal  priest,  graduated  from  Trinity 
College  in  1842,  tutored  at  Jubilee  College  1842-45,  preachec 
in  Sterling  Illinois  and  vicinity  1845-50,  founded  the 
Episcopal  Church  of  Grand  Letour  Illinois,  served  as  an  Army 
Chaplain  during  the  Civil  War,  and  from  1881  to  1885  was 
Rector  of  St  Paul's  Episcopal  Church  of  Angelica  NY.  He 
kept  a  remarkable  and  detailed  journal  from  the  time  he  en¬ 
tered  Trinity  College  until  nearly  his  death.  (This  com¬ 
piler  has  photos  of  him). 

Nancy's  other  brothers  and  sisters  were:  Maria  and  her 
twin,  Mary,  born  28  Oct  1805;  Elizabeth  A,  born  30  Sep  1807, 
who  married  Daniel  F  Batchellor  and  lived  in  Sterling  Ill.; 
Sherman  Bronson  wanner  (after  whom  Sherman  Eronson  Enderton 
was  named)  born  15  Jan  1813  and  married  Lydia  A  Hall; 
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Charles  Warner  born  23  Oct  1815;  and  Mercia,  born  26  Sep  1818 
and  married  Levi  Bolster.  (This  compiler  has  a  photo  of 
Mercia,  which  she  sent  to  Sherman  Bronson  Enderton  inscribed 
"to  my  beloved  nephew"). 

In  1831  John  and  Nancy  returned  to  Connecticut  -ft am  Ply¬ 
mouth  where  they  had  spent  the  summer,  preparing  to  move  to 
Ohio.  From  Connecticut  they  went  to  Medina  County  Ohio, 
where  it  is  believed  that  at  least  six  of  their  nine  children 
were  born.  In  1839  they  moved  to  Sterling,  Whiteside  County, 
Illinois,  where  John  Enderton  and  Charles  C  JizaLd,  with  whom 
John  had  worked  in  Connecticut,  opened  the  first  cabinet  shop 
in  Sterling  <=  The  two  families  rfln^alnad  close  friends  through 
the  next  two  generations.  Sterling  remained  John’s  home. 

Here  Nancy  had  at  least  two  more  children:  William  H,  and 
Robert,  who  died  in  infancy.  The  nine  known  children  of 
John  and  Nancy  are:  Mary  L,  Alice,  James  H,  George  M,  Eliza¬ 
beth  Maria,  Sherman  Bronson,  Abram  Burdette,  William  H,  and 
Robert.  This  compiler  has  photos  of  all  except  Mary  L. 

•  When  Nancy  died  in  1847,  she  was  buried  in  the  Enderton 
plot  of  the  old  Sterling  Cemetery,  where  her  grave  monument 
also  lists  her  youngest  son  Robert,  who  died  25  June  1846, 
aged  6  months.  In  the  same  plot  are  buried  Henry  Aument, 
born  about  1828,  died  aged  30  years,  the  husband  of  Nancy’s 
daughter  Mary  L,  and  two  of  Mary’s  children:  Eugene  ("Genie") 
and  Mamie . 

•  Mary’s  son  Harry  A  Aument,  whose  address  at  the  time  was 
761  Elmore  Place,  Brooklyn  NY,  listed  John  Enderton’ s  chil¬ 
dren  and  some  of  their  descendants  on  a  piece  of  stationery 
from  the  Royal  Alexandria  of  Winnipeg  Canada.  This  appar¬ 
ently  was  given  to  Charles  Henry  Enderton  (son  of  William  (3) 
Enderton) of  Winnipeg,  and  is  now  in  possession  of  William’s 
v.  granddaughter  Amy  Bringham.  This  scrap  of  paper  gave  this 
compiler  his  first  data  on  John  Enderton’ s  daughter  Alice 
and  her  children. 

Harry  A  Aument  has  relatives,  and  may  have  descendants, 
residing  in  the  adjacent  town  of  Rock  Falls  Illinois.  Mrs 
Wilma  Aument  of  527  W  10th,  Rock  Falls,  has  two  Aument 
albums  filled  with  old  photos  in  excellent  condition.  Not 
one  of  the  photos  is  marked  with  a  name.  Neither  she  nor  her 
aunt,  Mrs  Heman  Aument  of  517  Dixon  Ave,  Rock  Falls,  can 
identify  any  person  in  the  albums.  Perhaps  a  photo  of  Mary 
Enderton  Aument  and  of  her  mother  Nancy  are  in  those  albums. 
One  of  the  photos  bears  a  striking  resemblance  to  a  daughter 
of  this  compiler  and  may  be  an  unknown  blood  relative. 

After  Nancy’s  death,  John  "farmed  out"  his  children,  and 
in  1849  went  to  California  in  search  of  gold.  He  returned 
to  Sterling  after  spending  three  years  in  California.  The 
1850  Census  of  Whiteside  County,  Illinois,  taken  while  John 
was  away  in  California,  has  considerable  information  on  his 
children-  and  a  few  errors.  The  age  of  Abram  B  is  correctly 
given  as  11;  that  of  his  twin  Sherman  B  is  erroneously  given 
as  13.  It  erroneously  lists  Mary  L  as  "Maria",  yet  correctly 
lists  Elizabeth  M,  who  was  erroneously  listed  as  "Maria  A" 
in  the  History  of  Whiteside  County — .  The  Census  also  lists 
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Jane  McMoore ,  a  daughter  of  John  by  his  first  wife,  and  her 
husband  Andrew  McMoore,  at  that  time  a  31  year  old  grocer, 
listed  also  is  Henry  Aument  who  later  married  Mary  I.  We 
find  Mary  I  and  young  William  H  living  with  their  half  sis- 
ter  Jane  McMoore.  James  and  George  were  then  laborers  cn  the 
farm  of  SW  Cook.  Elizabeth  Maria  was  on  a  farm  with,  her  aunt 
Elizabeth  (sister  of  Nancy  Warner)  and  her  uncle  DF  Batch- 
ellor*  who  was  one  of  the  first  wardens  of  Grace  Episcopal- 
Church  of  Sterling*  Sherman  B.  was  living  with  the  famiUy 
of  John  Pettigrew  who,  years  later,  with  Henry  Judd,  accom¬ 
panied  Sherman  B  to  Kansas  *  Abram  B  was  living  with  the  fam¬ 
ily  of  a  wealthy  farmer  named  Jacob  Whipple.  Alice  was  not 
found  on  the  Census,  as 'she  probably  was  married  and  living 
in  Chicago  at  that  time.  The  Census  lists  all  of  Nancy's 
children  as  being  born  in  Ohio,  except  William  H*  who  was 
born  in  Illinois.  Also  on  the  Census  we  find  Charles  C  Judd, 
cabinet  maker,  born  in  Connecticut,  who  came  to  Sterling 
with  John* 

The  Sterling  "Gazette  h  reports  that  on  22  Feb  1858  the 
early  settlers  of  Sterling  had  their  first  formal  reunion* 
John  was  there,  and  reported  his  location  in  the  County  as 
Coloma.  In  1855  he  had  held  the  office  of  Collector  for 
Whiteside  County,  and  in  1868  was  Assessor. 

According  to  the  History  of  Whiteside  County — > ,  John's 
third  wife  was  Maria  Atkins.  There  was  one  cnild  by  this 
marriage:  Emma,  who  in  1877  lived  with  her  mother  in  Fulton 
County,  Illinois. 

In  November  1873  John  again  went  to  California,  this  time 
for  his  health.  He  had  improved,  and  was  preparing  to  re¬ 
turn  to  Sterling  when  he  suddenly  was  taken  ill  and  died 
27  Apr  1874. 

His  obituary  in  a  Sterling  Illinois  newspaper  of  1874? 
says  in  part:  "John  Enderton  was  unassuming  and  retiring 
in  nature.  He  was  appreciated  only  by  those  who  knew  him 
long  and  well.  His  educational  advantages  in  early  life 
had  been  limited,  but  being  extremely  fond  of  books  and 
papers,  few  were  better  informed  than  he.  He  was  thoroughly 
conversant  with  ancient  as  well  as  modern  history,  and 
assisted  by  a  wonderful  memory  he  could  recall  its  details 
with  the  greatest  of  accuracy." 

The  obituary,  besides  listing  the  two  daughters  by  his 
first  wife,  states  that  "8  of  the  10n  children  born  from  his 
marriage  to  Nancy  were  then  living,  but  makes  no  mention 
of  his  third  marriage  and  the  child  therefrom. 

Old  photos,  other  than  those  already  mentioned,  have  been 
obtained  from  the  descendants  of  John*  s  daughter  Elizabeth 
Maria  Barker  and  his  son  Sherman  B  Enderton.  Some  are  of 
Nancy1 s  relatives;  it  is  not  known  if  any  are  of  Nancy 
herself . 

Among. the  labeled  photos  is  one  of  Hattie  M  Bolster, 
taken  in  Waterbury  Connecticut.  In  a  snapshot  entitled 
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’Tour  Generations" ,  and  taken  at  2 1-- Water bury,  Connecticut, 
are  "Baby  Aubrey”,  "Mildred",  Mercia  Bolster  (Nancy’s 
sister),  an  unnamed  old  lady  (assumed  to  be  Nancy’s  mother 
Mary  Bronson  Warner) ,  and  a  colored  maid. 

The  name  "Bliss”  appears  in  both  collections.  4^003 
Elizabeth  Maria’s  photos  are  John  Rollins  filiss  and  &fr5  ttfr a 
Bliss,  taken  in  Chicago;  in  Sherman  B’ s  collection  are 
Captain  Orlando  M  Bliss  and  Mrs  CM  Bliss  (John's  daughter 
Alice),  taken  in  Dacorah  Iowa.  Orlando  and  Alice  had  a  son 
John  Bliss;  whether  he  is  the  John  Rollins  Bliss  of  the  photo 
is  not  known.  A  photo  taken  in  Chicago  of  the  pert  Stella 
MacDonald,  one  of  three  children  of  Alice  by  her  second 
marriage,  has  been  identified  by  finding  the  list  of  Harry  A 
Auinent  mentioned  on  page  vi. 

Among  the  many  unnamed,  are  a  young  lady  whose  photo  was 
taken  by  LD  Benton  of  Watersbury  Connecticut,  a  young  couple 
taken  in  Davenport  or  Salisbury  Mo.,  a  tintype  of  a  young 
girl,  and  a  tintype  of  a  middle-aged  lady.  ' 

All  that  is  known  at  present  of  the  descendants  of  John 
Enderton,  other  than  that  given  above,  is  listed  on  the 
following  pages.  It  will  be  noted  that  little  is  yet  known 
of  the  descendants  of  some  of  his  children,  particularly  of 
Mary  I  Aumenb,  James 'H,  and  George.
